Sacramento, .January 28, 1S81. 
The Senate met iu regular session at 10 a m., 
President Mausfield in the chair. Roll called; quo­ 
rum present. Journal of the lust meeting read and 
c rre ted. 
Petitions numerously signed by the citizens of 
California, and earnestly requesting the Legislature 
to confer upon the wife the right to succeed to the 
community property uj»ou the death of the husband, 
the same as be is now empowered to do upon the 
death o i the wife, were submitted to the Senate by 
Messrs. Sears, Enos, H ill and Moreland, and re­ 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee. 
Mr. LanoPuRD offered a petition signed by 17,000 
citizens, requesting the passage of an Act enabling 
the women to vote for all city and county, city and 
district school affairs, and upon ail questions per­ 
taining to schools. 
Copies of the same petition were submitted by 
Messrs. Sears, Lam.son and Carl/ km. 
The Committee on Judiciary reported bills as fol­ 
lows: S. P. 218, indefinite postponement; S. B. 222, 
pas-age recommended; S. B. 289, passage recom­ 
mended, with amendments. 
The majoriix •>{ the Committee on Labor and Cap­ 
ital reported bills as follows : S. B 5, passage as 
amended ; 8. B. 21, passage ; S. B. 6, pasiagg. 
A minority of the committee recommended that 
S. B. 6 do not pass. 
A majority of the commi'tee recommended the 
indefinite postponement of 8. B. 142. 
A minority of the committee recommended the 
passage of S. B. 142. 
Mr. Johnson— Senator Ilil! the day before yester­ 
day gave notice that he would call for the report of 
the Debris Committee in reference to his bill repeal­ 
ing the Act lo promote drainage. 
I would state to 
the Senate that the • omuiittt. is unabie to report 
at the present time, because they are prosecuting 
the investigation that the Senate desires. I sup- 
)H»se we will be able to report in five <>r six day*, 
and move that the committee be granicd five or six 
days fur* her time. 
Mr. Sattrrw hite— I am against giving the com­ 
mittee five or six days further time, and further­ 
more the investigation lias gone as far as 1 cure 
about having it go. I did not want any investiga­ 
tion in the fir t place, and it was unnecessary. The 
repeal of this bill stands upon the principle upon 
which it is founded, and upen the question as to 
whether these dams ate successful or unsuccessful. 
I hope the Senate will refuse to give the committee 
any further time, and will make it report back that 
bill to day or to-morrow. 
Mr. H ill—I move, sir, that the Committee on 
Irrigation, Water Rights, Drainage and Mining De­ 
bris be instructed to report b:uk to the Se ate to­ 
morrow morning S. B. 24, an Act to promote drain­ 
age.Mr. J ohnson—It is a matter of indifference to me 
whether the committee is instructed to rtq»ort back 
to-morrow »>r in five days. I am prepared to report 
• ntbe bill now,su far as I am individually concerned ; 
but 1 scarcely think i is fair for the senate to in­ 
struct a committee to pursue an investigation, which 
investigation has a beating upon the merits of the 
bill now before the Senate and in the hands of the 
committee, and right in the middle of that investi­ 
gation to direct the committee to rejHirt the bill 
back Now, the committee has not finished the in 
vestigation. It has been busily engaged in investi­ 
gating the maTters contained in the resolution di­ 
recting the committee to act, and i desire »<» say 
that in that investigation we have not been favored 
with either the presence or assistance of the Sena­ 
tor from San Bernardino, Mr. Satterw hite, for he 
has not attended a meeting oi the committee, anu 
don’t know any more about the investigation than 
he has read in the pajara, and therefore is not pre­ 
pared at this time to speak as to the merits 
or demerits oi the investigation. 
When the 
Senator 
say3 
he 
has 
bad 
investigation 
enough for him, he simply spc Jts as to 
what be may have read in the newspapers and not 
as to what lie knows about the investigation, be­ 
cause he lias :iot attended any of the meetings of the 
committee. Now, 1 suomi: to the Senate whether 
it is f.tir t < this question to instruct the committee 
to ref*ort aftor having directed it to make an inves­ 
tigation, the committee having entered upon its 
duties, and having prosecuted the investigation 
fairly ; and I believe the Senator from Monterey will 
unite with me in saving that the committee prose­ 
cuted it fairly. The Chairman has endeavored to 
give every' ody a fair show. To now, in the middle 
of the investigation, make the committee report the 
bill back, is unfair I submit to the Senate that it 
is proper to -.v t the committee five days further 
time. 
Mr. Iln i—Mr. President, this bill was introduced 
on the fourth day of this month, twenty-four days 
ago. The session is half gone already. This com­ 
mittee may not be able to report until the last part 
of the session 
Mr. Johnson—I cal! the Senator to order. The 
motion 1 made was that the committee have five 
days—not that they have the balance of the session. 
The Senator should confine himself to the motion 
before the Se: ate and not draw on his imagination 
for his facts. 
Mr. H ill—I do not wish to reflect on the commit­ 
tee. 1 desire. Mr. President, to get this bill ou the 
file. It will he five days before it will come up on 
its final passage, or third reading, provided it should 
be so fortunate as to go to engrossment. My object 
is to get it on the file. I trust the Senate will in­ 
struct »he committee to report back next morning. 
Mr. Sat rEK white - 1 call the attention of the Sen­ 
ate to the fact that it requires a. two-thirds vote to 
extend the time a committee shall have to rej»ort. 
This investigation is a waste of time, and if it «as 
a movement inaugurated by the friends of this 
repeal bill, it was a mistake made by the friends of 
this repeal bill. It was a mistake made by the op­ 
ponents of this debris measure to have this investi­ 
gation go on, because it has been two weeks’ time 
before the committee, when it ought to have been 
before this body, and my vote, sir, 9hall not be 
founded upon the investigation, or anything con­ 
nected with the investiga ion. 1 say that to tax 
this whole State for the purpose of building a few 
dams upon these streams is wrong in principie. 
Mr. Johnson—I rise to a point of order. The 
merits of the bill are not in discussion. 
Mr. Cbask—As a member of that committee I 
shali certainly be in favor of extending the time. 
Since we have had that bill before us we have been 
busily engaged—at our last sitting to 11 o’elock. 
We have been investigating this matte -, and it cer­ 
tainly is a matter that needs investigation and a 
thorough ventilation. 1 certainly do not want to 
occasion delay on the bill, but I want the committee 
to thoroughly investigate this matter, and report in 
favor of some action on that bill. 
Mr. Satterwhite—I shail insist that it takes a 
two-thirds vote. In the last of Rule 5 it says that 
all committees shall report within five days after 
references, unless otherwise specially ordered. 
Mr. Dickinson—Whether it takes a majority or 
two-thirds vote to give further time, I trust the 
committee will be granted that time. As admitted 
by the gentleman from San Bernardino, the enemies 
of the biii, or rather the friends of the repealing 
Act, set on foot this investigation, and should not 
complain as to the progress of the committee. I 
believe that they have been discharging their duty, 
and why turn the thing into a farce and ask the 
committee to report back before they are half 
through ? If the gentlemen have any complaint as 
to the progress of the committee, let them get up 
and give us some reason whj we should call this re 
port in at once. 
Mr. Zi'cx—1 think the last Senator upon the floor 
expressed the matter pretty fully when he said the 
committee were only half through, t'pon that 
theory it would be twenty-four days before they are 
through, if they are only half through now, and I 
think that is simply the object of this investigation. 
They have had this matter under consideraron for 
twenty f ur da} s, and are only half way through 
now. But I agree with th< Senator from the First. 
It is not a question as to whether those dams have 
washed away, or whether they have sunk down, or 
how much money they cost. It is simply aqucsrion 
of principle, and 1 venture the assertion that after 
this investigation is closed there will not be a single 
Senator upon this floor who will cl auge his views in 
reference to it. The ma’ter has been fully discussed 
in the committee, outside '-f the committee and 
through the public press. I hope the motion will 
prevail to report back to-morrow morning, because 
I dcn’t want to see this bill defeated in that way. 
Mr. Johnson—Docs he remember who introduced 
the resolution upon the invcs'igation. 
Mr. Zuck—I don’t remember who introduced the 
resolution, and 1 don’t care. This$.investigation is 
going on, and according to the friends of this inves­ 
tigation they are only half through. And the charge 
does not lie against me that I have not attended any 
investigation of that c< >nimittee, for I have. I am 
satisfied with that k no of investigation. I hope the 
bili will be reported back to morrow’ morning. 
Mr. Esos—I opposed the reference to the Stand­ 
ing Committee of this Senate when this resolution 
was introduced with reference to the investigation 
of this drainage question. I endeavored to have a 
special committee appointed. Now, as was said 
by Senator Hill, he introduced this repealing bill 
on the 4th of January, the ven first day 
af er we met—the second day of the session. They 
have had this matter under consideration 24 days. 
On the third day of March—the constitutional limit 
to the sitting of this senate—this session expires. 
Now there has been, in my judgment, Mr. Presi­ 
dent, a great mduigeno# allowed this committee. 
There should be indulgence allowed this committee, 
and I think it has been granted. The importance 
of this measure has demanded this investigation. 
The Senate and Assembly have adjourned for 24 
hours to give all that desired a personal inspection 
an opportunity to see the dams. They have re­ 
turned, and I am in favor of Senator Hill's motion 
to have this committee report to-morrow morning. 
Senator Chase is a member of this committee, and 
be desires further investigation. For one I am 
prepared to receive the report of that commit­ 
tee, 
and I 
am 
prepared in addition to 
say that I don’t care what the report of that com­ 
mittee may be, as far as I am concerned. I want 
this measure brought up and this matter disposed 
of. It is the overwhelming question of the session. 
The eyes oi the whole State are upon us. Let us 
meet it and have it disposed of. 
The roll being called on Mr. H ill’s motion, it 
was lost, fourteen members voting in the affirmative 
and twenty-four in the negative. 
Mr. Glascock—I will move to amend that motion 
by asking the committee to report on Monday morn­ 
ing to the Senate. 
Mr. Johnson—So far as I are concerned, I am 
willing. I think we can meet on Sunday, and I am 
willing to break the Sabbath. If the balance of the 
committee are wil ing, 1 would be glad to have a 
chance, go far as I am concerned, if the balance of 
the committee are willing to meet on Sunday and > 


break the Sabbath, I am willing. It makes no dif 
fereuce to me. 
Mr. Hill—Is not the committee to have a meet­ 
ing this evening ? 
Mr. J ohnson—Yes, at which we expect to have a 
large amount of testimony ; because the Directors 
of this district said they wished to offer some testi 
mony to-night, and that is the reason we are to 
meet to-night to accommodate the Directors of this 
drainage district. Now it will take the shorthand 
reporter all day Saturday to write out the testi- 
moi^' taken to-night, and that is why I say I think 
the committee is willing to meet on Sunday, so 
that we can report back on Monday. I suppose 
that, the shorthand reporter can write everything 
out to-morrow, and theu ou Sunday, if the com­ 
mittee is willing to meet on that < ay, we can meet 
and agree on the report if nobody has any consti­ 
tutional objections to meeting on Sunday, which is 
another matter. It might go over until Tuesday 
in the latter event. 
Mr. P ardee—Every' Senator wants you to meet on 
Sunday. 
Mr. J ohnson—A3 far as I am concerned, I am 
willing to meet on Sunday and go through with the 
inaiter; hut I am only speaking for one member of 
the committee. I am not speaking for the Senator 
from Fresno, because he voted to repo:t back to­ 
morrow morning. 
.Mr. Howell—1 behove we had a meeting some­ 
thing over a week ago of this Drainage Committee, 
and if I remember rightly Mr. Johnson said at that 
time that he was willing to report this bill back and 
recommend, or not recommend, its passage. At 
that time I was not ready to report the bill back. 
Now I do feel that we are ready to report it back 
and have it take its place on the file, there is no 
reason why it should not be placed on the file and 
be ready to act upon some time next week. The 
investigation is not clearly touching the question 
ujKin which this suould re?t whether we shoul or 
should not maintain the same si stem that w\ did 
last year. 
Mr. J ohnson—The Senator from Fresno, w ith that 
obliquity of mental vision which qualifies nearly 
all of his remarks upon questions before this Senate, 
has attempted to place the Chairman of the com­ 
mittee in a false position, as he usually «lots, and, 
as usual, he has not succeeded. I stated upon the 
floor a few moments ago that, ts far as 1 was indi 
v¡dually concerned, I was ready to report back to-day. 
If the Senator would take the cotton out of his ear- 
he would know better what was going on, aim 
wouldn’t be in the position of the boj- who spoke 
when he aught not to. 
Mr Enos This bill has been three or four weeks 
before a private, a stand ng committe-, and there 
has been no opportunity or privilege afforded f<-r 
general discussion of the merits or demerits of the 
proposition to repeal the existing debris Act. Now, 
I voted for this motion for that reason, to bring it 
before this body, that we could here have a discus­ 
sion. P will probably occupy a week or two be;ore 
this Senate. I understand it is a matter that inter 
ests us all, and that ihere is a diversity of opinion 
upon the proposition. This Seriate will be occupied 
a week in the discussion of this question pro nd 
eon, and if we don't briug this bill before the Senate 
pretty goon we never can reach it upon the calendar, 
and this high moral standard about violating God’s 
holy day upon this question will not do. We have 
no Sabbath in war time, and this seems exclusive.y 
to be a war measure betw e«*n one class of ptopie 
and another, and I hope we will devote Sunday to 
the examination of the matter, and even invoke 
spiritual aid to facilitate this important measure. 
Mr. Rowell—If I have got cotton in my ears now, 
I certainly did not have ten days ago. When the 
Senator from Sacramento said he was willing te» re­ 
port the bill bacK and recommend its passage 
Mr. J ohnson—Or recommend otherwise. 
Mr. Howell—Several minutes after saying “ re­ 
commend its passage,’’ he suid “ or recommend it 
otherwise.” I hope he is still, and will not refuse 
to let this bill be sent back to the Senate at least by 
Monday morning. 
Mr. Watson—I don't believe that one day is going 
to ruin this bill, and I for one, as a member of this 
committee, do not propose to come here and si: all 
day Sunday. We are in committee work almost 
every evening, and I believe it is not necessary. 
The other committees of the Senate are not willing 
to wfork all day Sunday, and just for one day’s time 
1 don’t think it is necessary to do this thing. 
Mr. Davis moved to amend Mr . Glascoea’s amend­ 
ment by making it Tuesday morning instead of Mon­ 
day morning. 
Mr. Langford—I am the last man on this floor 
that would attempt to have that committee break 
the Sabbath ; but I remember a year ago, when this 
bill was before this Senate on its passage, when the 
friends • 1 the bill were a. tempting to force it upon 
the people, that the committee very readily con­ 
sented to sit on Sunday and recommend its passage, 
and 1 hope now that that committee w ill give it as 
much attention next Sunday as they did then, and 
do it with some free will. 
Mr Kane—1 w-ukl desire to amend that the com­ 
mittee report at 2 o’clock on Monday. My reason 
for go doing is that there maybe some of us San 
Francisco gentlemen absent in the morning, and I 
would like to see a fuli Senate here. That i/ my 
reason for having the report come m at 2 o’clock 
Monday. 
Mr. Conger—I second the amendment. 
Mr. Hill—The Chairman of the committee states, 
ami I believe him, that he is prepared, so far as he 
is concerned, to rep rt thin hill back now. I be­ 
lieve, Mr. President, that the majority of that com­ 
mittee are just as well prepared to report on this 
bill now as the Chainnan is If ibis bill, Mr. Presi­ 
dent, should fail to pass, it will be on account of 
delay more than anything else. The session is now 
half gone. The excuse is that the investigation is 
si ill going on. Now, I submit, that it is not within 
the province or power of that committee, as at 
present constituted, to prolong this investigation 
until within ten days of the close of the session. I 
was in favor of reporting the bill back to-morrow 
morning, but us things are now I am in favor of 
having it reported back on Monday morning. 
Mr. J ohnson made the point of order in reference 
to Mr. Kane’s amendment, that there were two 
others preceding it, and no other amendments could 
be made to the same proposition. 
The roll being called, Mr. Glascock’s amendment 
was adopted by a vote of 31 to (5. 
The Committee on Corporations reported as fol­ 
lows : A. B. 12, passage; S. B. 55, do not pas?; S.

A majority of the Committee on Public Buildings 
recommended that S. B. 241 do not pass.

A minority recommended its passage without 
amendments. 
^he Committee on Engrossment reported the fol­ 
lowing Senate bills as correctly engrossed : 124, 120, 
130 aiid 131. 
The Committee on City and County Governments 
recommended the passage of A . I'. 75. 
Mr. L a m f s o n tilled up his amendment to the 
nil^s, relative to the appointment of a new standing 
committee, to be known as the Yosemite Commit­ 
tee. Carr ed. 
Assembly messages coming up, S. B. 29 was re 
turned, with an a endmeut attached 
corred in the amendment. 
A. B. 1C1 was read and referred to the Committee 
on Corporations. 
The following bills were introduced : 
By Mr. J ohnson- To divide the State into drain­ 
age- and irrigation districts Irrigation. 
Also, to amend Section 1021 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure. Judiciary. 
By Mr. Hittkll—An amendment to Section 3 of 
Article XII. of the Constitution, to read as follows : 
“ Each stockholder of a corporation, or general stock 
association, shail be individually anu personally 
liable for such proportion of all its debts and liabili­ 
ties, contracted or incurred during the time he was 
a stockholder, ah the amount of stock, or shares 
owned by him bears to the whole of the subscribed 
capital.” Judiciary. 
Mr. E no s introduced an amendment to the Con­ 
stitution repealing Article XI!I. and substituting 
the following provisions in its stead: 
“ Sec*ion 1. The revenae of the State and of all 
the counties and cities of the State shall be raised 
by a tax on real estate, and the interests thereon, 
exclusive of the improvements thereon, except as 
hereinafter mentioned. 
“ Secti >n 2. Wheneverany improvements upon real 
estate shall have been effected in whole or in part, 
by or through the aid of any grant or subsidy made 
or grauted by Congress, or by the State of Califor­ 
nia, or by any c unty or municipal corporation in 
the aid State, the amount or value of such grant or 
subsidy shall be added to th- value of the lard to be 
assessed. When such grant or subsidy shall have 
been made or granted in aid of improvements ex­ 
tending through more than one assessment district, 
or partly within or partly without the chate of Cali­ 
fornia, tb amount or value to be added to the value 
of the laud in each assessment district iri th's State 
shall be in the proportion which the value of the 
improved property within such district hears to the 
total value of the whole of the improved property. 
** Section 3. All liberties and franchises granted 
by Congress, or bv the State of California, or by 
any county, or municipal corporation in the State, 
and oj>eratcd within this State, or portlv within and 
partly without the State of California, shall be 
deemed real estate for the purposes of taxation. 
When such liberty or franchise shall be ojierated 
in more than one assessment district, or partly 
within and partly without this State, the value fo 
be assessed in each district shall be that proportion 
of the total value, which the extent of operation 
within such district bears to the entire extent of 
operation. 
“ Section 4. The Legislature may provide for the 
levy and collection of annual poli-tax on every male 
inhabitant, or upon every' registered elector of the 
State. 
“ Section 5. The Boards of Supervisors of the 
several counties of the State shall constitute 
Boards of Equalization for their respective counties, 
whose duty it shall be to equalize the valuation of 
the taxable property in the county for the purposes 
of taxation. 
“ Section 6. The present State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion shall continue to hold office until the expira­ 
tion of the term for which they were elected. At 
the general election to be held in the year 1883, and 
every fourth year thereafter, an election shall be 
held of one member from each Congressional Dis­ 
trict in this State A majority of the State Board 
of Equalization shall be a quorum. The Legislature 
shall appropriate sufficient moneys to defray the ex­ 
penses of the State Board of Equalization, in­ 
cluding such clerks and counsel as the Board may 
find necessary. The Controller of the State shall be 
ex officio a member of the Beard of Equalization 
“ Section 7. The State B»»ard.of Equalization shall 
be a Court of Appeal, and shall have appellate juris­ 
diction to hear and determine appeals from the as­ 
sessments and decisions of all local Assessors and 
County Boards of Equalization, and an appeal shail 
lie to the State Board from any such asses-ment or 
decision at the instance of any qualified elector of 
the State. 
*• Section 8. The State Board of Equalization mav 
appoint any two of its members a committee toh ar 


ami determine any such appeal, in the comity in 
wnich is situated the property, from the assessment 
or decisi* n in respect whereof the appeal has 
been taken. Any number of such committees 
may sit in different counties at the same time. 
Whenever the two members of any such committee 
fail to agree ou any cose which shall come before 
them, the same shall be referred to the State Board 
for determination. 
“ Section 9. The State Board of Equalization shall 
equalize the valuation of the taxable property of the 
several counties in the Mate for the purposes of tax­ 
ation. 
“ Section 10. The provisions of this article are in­ 
tended to secure to the people and for the public use 
the economic rent of lands and the profits resulting 
from special licenses, lioerties and franchises; the 
Courts of law are to give the most lil>c-ral construc­ 
tion lo its provisions and to all statutes which may 
be passed bv the Lrgi-hture for the pprposc-s of 
carrying out this intent.” 
Also, a concurrent resolution appealing to the 
General Government for the establishment of a 
postal telegraph. 
By Mr. Watson Requiring societies or corpora­ 
tions paying benefits, a case of the decease of m*ru­ 
bers, to ieport to the Insurance Commissioner.

Mr. B r o w n , Chairman of the Committee on Wat r 
Rights and Drainage, said he trusted that the House 
would give the committee one week more time, as 
the investigation was not yet concluded, and the 
committee was consequently not yet prepared to re­ 
port.Mr. Camrox icmarked that it was the privilege of 
the Hou-e under the rules to demand a rej*>rt upon 
the bili at toe expiration of ten uays after its refer­ 
ence to the committee. 
Mr. I/ONG said it was a singular de rand made on 
the committee by the resolution A day’s time had 
been consumed by the recent visit and examination 
of the Bear river dam. The o mmittee have wit­ 
nesses to be examined who resided at a distance of 
one hundred miles, and who were in readiness to 
testify this evening. It was impossible to know 
what the advocates <»f the repeal bill desired, but in 
his opinion a full and impartial investigation of the 
debris problem was necessary, as it involved the 
reputation of men of high character, who were serv­ 
ing upon tkc Drainage Commi~<ion, whose motives 
bod been impugne 1. It was in bad taste for gentle­ 
men to display such unseemly haste, and he hoped 
the resolution would be rejected. 
Mr. Cunningham remarked that the committee 
had already had the bill in its possession for twenty- 
five days, and he thought it should be reported 
without further delay. He did not think the result 
of the investigation would influence the votes of 
members whose minds were already settled as to its 
merits or dements. 
Mr. M u r p h y replied that the friends of the bill 
have not in his judgment shown any undue haste. 
The debris problem was of interest to all taxpayerp. 
By viewing the Bear river dam at a slight expense, 
it was probable that the House had saved thousands 
of dollars to the State. No more witnesses were 
needed before the committee. The members have 
seen the dam with their own eyes and could judge 
for themselves how to vote now as well as at a 
later date.

The State Board of Agriculture and Fruit 
Insects. 
I t is not known positively how the codling 
moth or the scale in-ects were introduced 
into California. It is certain that there were 
no evidences of the presence of the codling 
moth in our orchards prior to shout five 
years ago. Up to that time it was the boast 
of all California fruit-growers that our ap­ 
ples and pears were, as to form and size, at 
least almost absolutely perfect. Those who 
gave the subject but little thought, or who 
had but little experience in fruit culture in 
other countries, naturally came to the con­ 
clusion that 
our exemption ft. a these 
pests 
was 
due 
to 
some 
peculiarly 
favorable 
condition 
of 
our 
ciiuiate. 
The 
more 
th «lghirul 
and 
th -e 
of 
experience had not the courage to give 
credence to this opinion, and attributed the 
exemption simply to the fact that we had 
been fortunate in not having these in ects in­ 
troduced among us. These latter were there­ 
fore on the lookout fur the first adver.t of the 
fruit enemy. Could they have ha tin fore­ 
sight and influence to have induced the Leg­ 
islature to hav.- placed such a r< gula.ion over 
the introduction of trees, scions, fruit, etc., as 
would have kept the evil awaj f.-. m us, 
they would have 
merited not ou'y the 
thanks but a pens! n from the State. 
During the past four or five years that it has 
been knowu that the enemies had obtained a 
lodgment in our orchards, the Slate Hoard of 
Agriculture has repeatedly called public at­ 
tention to the fast, and to the necessity of 
concerted action for their extermination. 
Early last spiring the Board determined to 
take some active measures looking to creating 
a public sense of the danger to which me of 
our best industries was exposed, and effected 
an arrangement with Cooke 4 Son of Sacra­ 
mento, who had i ivau the study of the insects 
a great deal of attention, and who had been 
active and successful *n discovering ii seek i es 
for their extermination, to make an exhibi­ 
tion 
of 
ail 
the 
insects 
known 
to 
be infesting the orchards and vineyards 
of any portion of the State, at the iast State 
Eair. In pursuance of this arrangement ap- 
pie trees infested with the larva of the cod­ 
ling moth in various stages of development, 
concealed under the bark, in crevices about 
the junction of the branches and the main 
stem of the tree, and in the fruit itself, were 
dug up with their roots, planted in b ■ x: b of 
soil and brought into the Pavilion. Branches 
of trees and fruit covered with the apple- 
scale, from S ail .Use aud other localities, w.-re 
obtained and placed on exhibition. Grape­ 
vines with roots infested with phylloxera were 
also uprooted and brought in, to afford 
vineyardists 
and others 
interested 
an 
opportunity of 
viewing 
and 
bee »ming 
acquainted 
with them, not 
only 
by 
sight, 
but 
by 
studying 
thoir modes 
of 
operation 
in destroying the 
vines. 
Some dozen magnifying glasses or micro­ 
scopes were purchased by the Board, so as to 
accommodate a large number of person? 
anxious to make a personal acquaintance 
with some of these insects, aud the whole 
exhibition was placed in charge of Mr Cooke, 
an enthusiastic, self-taught entomologist. 
Fruit-growers and vine-growers from every 
section of the S', t-1 c -me to witness tiiis ex­ 
hibition at the Siate Fair, and many of them 
became so deeply interested that they spent 
the whole tin -—six J y- of the ¡air—in 
studyiug these little pest, from the egg to 
the perfect ins:of. and takini. careful notes of 
their habits.

Tools for scraping trees, band 
traps for fastening around their stems, and 
alkaline washes for killing the insects and 
producing a vigorous smooth lurk in the 
future, were also exhibited, and their use 
aud application.

T’iiey have incontrovertible evidence that tiio 
phylloxera have obtained a lodgment iu the 
vineyards cf cenrly every county in the State 
in which vine-eulture has beer, engaged in to 
any extent ; that the -cale insects are cot 
ociy doing great damage to the orchards in 
ii.oi about Sou .Jo.e, but that the same in­ 
sect is to be f iund on apple trees, thou,- h not 
I i so gieat an extent, in other a ctions of the 
S tate; that orange trees in L « Angeles and 
other southern counties are infested v ith a 
scale ¡meet pecuii r to them, and is threat 
euiug the t" ntinuvd prosperity of semi-trop­ 
ical ftnit-cuitu - ; trr.it t.,e led spid r and 
viue-hopper are n’r arcumulating rapidly in 
localities, and d >iu« each its peculiar damage. 
Thus one of the mes', valuable industries of 
the State is being menaced by an enemy the 
people are as a rule but little acquainted 
with, and consequently have but little idea 
bow to dual with. 
HOW TO REMEDY THE EVIL 
Is one of the most serious questions of the 
day from an industrial standpoint. 
V<"s un­ 
derstand, however, ft.at the Board have 
marked out a line of action which, if fol­ 
lowed up, they believe wiii vretty off-dually 
remove the me: o:e and bring our horticuit 
nral and vine industries back 10 their normal 
condition. Cl ss observation has convinced 
them that, so far as the ravages of the phyl­ 
loxera iu the vineyards are concerned, the 
c inaition of es oh si tie vine has much co do 
with the it tin uint of iiijury done; and the 
game lci tK i of c u n ion and injury is 
applicable to the whole vineyard as to the 
singlevii.es. 
A s il containing the natural 
elements of fertility to the vine produces a 
healthy grow n and luxuriant vine, and an 
abundance of perfect fruit, and to ail intents 
aud purposes is a phylloxera-proof vice, 
whatever : e the name or kind of vice. If 
this be t ut, and it may be asserted that 
nature tesen, s tois doctrine, not oniy as to 
vegetable, but to animal life as 
well, 
then 
the shortest 
load 
to phylioxera- 
proof vineyards lies in 
the direction of 
a 
fertilization required 
by 
the vines. 
W hat this fe.t liz.,n in should be iu each par­ 
ticular ca«e will depend to a certain extent 
on the nature of the ingredients already iu 
the s til of each vineyard, but bone dust, 
potash aud lime, as a rule, will furnish the 
ingredients 
eenernily needed. 
A sickly, 
poorly cared-for calf seems to breed lice; so 
a vine, tree or any other vegetable growth, if 
allowed to become stunted in growth and 
siekly 
from 
aey 
erase is most sure 
to be infested with lice or insect life pe­ 
culiar to it. Take that same poor calf, 
give it mild blood purifiers and nurse it with 
invigorating and strengthening food, bring it 
back to a thriving conditions and the ¡ice dis­ 
appear even without any outward application 
of insecteides. 
To the vine the appropriate 
fertilizer is the same and will have the same 
effect upon it as the blood purifier and nour­ 
ishing fo d to the calf. Thus it has been ob­ 
served that vines growing in *oil impregnated 
with oxides of iron have seldom if ever been 
found infected with the phylloxera. This is 
a a hint to the thoughtful man that iron may 
be the very iti-ie ucnt lacking in soils when 
viues been ne poor and 1 >usy. So it has been 
observed that trees growing too clore together 
—not sufficiently exposed to the rays of the 
sun and the uuobs'racted wind—are gener­ 
ally most affected with the scale insects ; and 
that the same tree will be covered with the 
disease on the sice from the sun, while clear 
from it on the ri.ie bathed in the direct rays 
of the sun, and where the air has free access. 
Also th t when vices are too close together 
they ar much more exoosed to not only lice, 
but the mildew and other fungi. Whatever 
may be the cau-e or the remedy for any of 
the diseases of orchard or vineyard, one 
thing is certain, that any plan of warfare 


against such diseases must be general—must 
embrace the whole State—aud must havt 
supervision of every branch of the fruit and 
vine industries whereby the disease may be 
propagated. 
To exterminate the codling 
moth and phylloxera iu one county, for in ­ 
stance. unless exterminated in all adjoining 
counties, would be u-eless labor. 
And but 
little benefit will arise from cleaning the trees, 
uitiess the boxes in which the fruit are mar­ 
keted are also cleaned. 


Energy and Enterprise vs. Codling Moths 
The Natoma Fruit Company, Folsom, Sac­ 
ramento county, lost their entire crop of 
pears in 1879 by codling moth. In the spring 
of 1880 they scraped and washed tbeir trees 
as directed by Cooke & Son. 
On the 18ih 
of July, when the second brood of moths 
should appear, a close examination of their 
2,500 trees failed to show any signs of the 
moth or its larvae. 
An orchard containing 
¡.boot 150 apple tress «’as located close to 
tiieir orchard, the owner refusing to take any 
mean? i f destroying the pests. The Natoma 
Fiuit Company, ¡or their own protection, 
i tiered to pick and destroy the infected fruit 
on the trees, but were refused liberty. The 
result—they saved their early crop of (rears, 
but their late pears were destroyed by the 
moths from the adjoining orchard. The Na 
torna Company rep rts the c -st of cleaning 
at .x cents per tree, and are fully convinced 
of its efficacy, which will be repeated again 
this season. 
J a in - i». S..ne of Oak Shade F iuit Com­ 
pany, I> vievil-e, Yolo county, iu the spring 
i 1879 had his orchard closely 
xamined, 
lest the codling moth should pet a hold on it. 
There had been no signs found in the orchard 
previously. 
However, after a close examina­ 
tion, Mr. Mane’s men found two lam e iu one 
of his trees. 
lie set to work, scraped, 
washed and placed bands on hia trees, aim in- 
11need his neighbor to cio the same, arid lias 
been successful in keeping his orchard «kan. 
Air. Sane absolutely refuses to have any re­ 
turn boxes c me to his orchard. 
Hon. R. Kcrchival of Ci urtland, Sacra­ 
mento county, has proved beyond 
ubt that 
t e codling moth can be d-.stroyed effectually 
by a unity of action of fruit-growers. 
Perhaps the fruit-grower who has done as 
much as any other in the State by experi­ 
ments and a.-,KÍ-tauce in iuvestig itious is 
John Cox of Sutterville, Sacramento coun y, 
a- nearly all early experimenta were made iu 
his orchard.

American breeders have al­ 
ways bad toe .o dsen e to takethesu-ae view 
on this question a? the Kugii-li; but iu the 
Western States they have hitherto paid more 
attention to the meat than to the dairy quali­ 
ties of their Shorthorns. 
In thk point, How­ 
ever, a salutary change seems to be taking 
place, foe Mr. Alien, in lti.i circular for the 
next volume (the twentieth) of th 1 Ameri­ 
can Shorthorn Herd Book.” has n.sked for 
accounts to be sent to him for publication, 
of the weekly, monthly an:! annu.il yields of 
milk aud butter obtained from sii-gie cows, 
or from an entire herd. 
Does Farm ing 
F a t? —An impassion, 
sum what general, seems to prevf.il that i.inn­ 
ing is not as profitable as other vocations; 
that more money can be earned in almost any 
other vocation witn less labor; hence the 
farmer’s son abandons the farm, where he is 
a success, for the more uncertain gains i f 
town. 
This impression, says an Iowa writer, 
i very far from the truth. Take the fanners 
in every county of Iowa; most of them com­ 
menced life poor ; if they have strictly ad­ 
hered to legitimate farming and avoided 
speculation, in mosteases they are well situ-: 
ated, and arc far more comfortable than an 
equal number of associates who clios-j the 
town. 
Facts sustain us in the assertion that 
out of 100 young meu who leave the country 
for the tow n o r city, not inore than one be­ 
comes wealthy ; perhaps one-tenth obtain a 
competency, and niue-tenths barely make a 
living. Out of 100 young men who remain 
upon the farm, possibly not one becomes 
wealthy, but more than fifty per cent, have 
substantial possessions and good houses, wink- 
most of the remainder make a good living 
and rear respectable families. The point to be 
impressed is that he is far mor. likely to suc­ 
ceed on the farm than in town ; not that he 
actually makes more money. V e tiling that, 
ha- allured many from th<- far:.; is society, end 
schools may be added. In these particulars 
a marked difference can lie observed within 
a few years to the credit of the country. 
Farm houses aud surioundings are m. re 
beautiful, the sons are men of culture, and 
Ltie d 'lighters ara accomplished in toe ele­ 
gant as well as in the useful. Society in the 
country i=> uo longer rude ; if it lacks some of 
the grace of the city it is more th.ui compen­ 
sated by s -lid acquirements ar.d an honest 
welcome characteristic of a high-bred re pie.

HOLIDAYS IN PARIS. 


THE LITTLE MERCHANTS OF THE BOULE­ 
VARDS AND TEEIR GOODS 


New Tear’s Day Customs—Relics of Royalty 
—Bonbons and the Day’s De­ 
mands—Presents. 


A DEVOTED SON. 


A lad in the Kansas Penitentiary, who 
confessed a f‘-w years ago to*having mur­ 
dered at Topeka a man named Ferris, 
now pores before the public as a devored 
son. 
He says he became convinced at once 
that his father had committed the murder, 
but at the Coroner’s inquest shielded him 
and eouvieied himself. 
The father then 
got out on bail, and the boy remained in 
j il live months. 
Daring his confinement 
the father visited the son frequently. 
On 
one of these visits the boy was told th at 
tnere was a bag containing a pair of boots 
oa top 
of a cupboard in the jailer’s 
o dee, and the father wanted them secured 
a.id burned. 
There were two doors be­ 
tween the prison and the office, but to the 
surprise of tl e boy th> jailer strang-ly left 
these two doors unlocked and the bag 
was very easily got, aud, in the presence 
of other prisoners, harried in the stove. 
Two of there witnesses are now iu the 
penitentiary. 
These boots, it seems, were 
the father’s, and bore marks that pointed 
to his guilt. 
A lter that the boy was 
persuaded to sacrifice himself to save his 
lather, upon the promise that a pardon 
would be procured in a few years on the 
gruund of his youthfulness. 
Afterward 
the mother visited the prisoner, and he 
thereupon confessed to her that he had 
killed Ferris in a quarrel. 
When the case 
came up for trial the young man pleaded 
guilty to the charge, and wholly exonerated 
bis father from all complicity in the bloody 
deed. 
After the prisoner had been in the 
penitentiary a year, his father and mother 
went to California. 
After five years the 
mother returned and endeavored to procure 
a pardon for her boy, but failed. 
This in­ 
telligence was conveyed by letter to the 
father, and be killed himself. 
The knowl­ 
edge of the suicide, however, did not reach 
the boy until some time last September. 
This is one of the most remarkable state­ 
ments in criminal anna’.s. 
That a boy of 
sixteen shouid have the nerve to consign 
himself to disgraceful imprisonment to 
shield a cowardly father seems incredible.

This winter iu Paris has presented so 
great a contrast to the preceding one that 
in the absence of cold weather and snow it 
scarcely seems possible to realize th at the 
holidays have come ami gone. 
For many 
many days before Noel was to arrive the 
rain, without falling in torrents, képt the 
atmosphere in a constant state of moisture, 
and the dull, threatening clouds excluded 
any 
idea of the sun's 
near presence. 
“ Bad luck for the little merchant !” was 
an exclamation heard on all sides, for the 
holidays in Palis would not be holidays at 
ail if ail the boulevards were not lined on 
both sides by little booths filled with 
cheap toy s. and that which the Parisién 
brain has created for the happiness of the 
little ones during the past year, besides 
the venders of the sc objects, whose voices 
exteud the whole length of the boulevards 
from a deep base to a high treble, and a*l 
of them exercised to the full capacity of their 
lungs, are not the least partof the attraction. 
The “ bad luck for the little merchants,” 
although expressed in regretful tones, was, 
as v. as easy to understand, net so much the 
little merchant’s disappointment 
which 
was in question, for such an amount of pity 
would not tie expended on him alone, and 
while one-hali of the regret was for him, 
the other half was for the promenarier. On 
Christmas Day, the Sunday following, and 
on New Year’s Day, the boulevards aie so 


c r o w d e d w rrn p e o p l e 
Buying, but more particularly looking oil 
aud admiring, that circulation is almost 
impossible, and you are carried along in 
this compact stream at a rate th at would 
throw any one into despair who might not 
be disposed to spend four hours iu walking 
three squares. On no other occasion proba­ 
bly during the whole year do ail classes of 
the gay metropolis so closely elbow and 
jostle each other. 
The wares contained in 
tiie booths are intended for the masses, s.3 
they are ail cf the cheapest kind, and it 
is rare to find an object costing more than 
fifty certs, whereas huncreds are found in 
one booth for two sous apiece. Thechildreti 
of the poor are therefore not neglected, and 
although tianta Claus may have already 
tilled the little shoes, son.e aunt, uncle, or 
cousin accompanies the family on their 
promenade so an to aliow the little ones to 
choose the presents to he given them by 
their relatives. 
And even when there is 
no one to give, the chilaren must be taren 
on the boulevards to get a peep at the vast 
sea of toys. 
The childrc-n of the rich, 
through strange perversity, throw aside 
the elegant and costly playthings given 
them by wealthy relatives, and find real 
happiness in visiting the little booths and 
choosing such tiling8 an appeal to their 
childish fancy. 
Scarcely any carriages are 
to be seiu, they arc generally left at the 
entrance of ti.e boulevard, and tiieir own­ 
ers with their little . lies .eri by the ha: d 
mingle with the crowd. 
One reason that 
the progress is slow is that when you see a 
clear space before you aud hasten to pr«lit 
by the opening, jo u 
r- sure to ha\e your 
legs seized, ami on lo .i n. dc.vn find them 
in the possession oí little folks endeavor­ 
ing to work a passage through the wilder­ 
ness of black pan.: am, urcs- skirts. Kaon 
little one must be raisi d iu bis parents’ 
arms to tee thenew velocipede, two riding 
abreast, or the punehinello of long tradi­ 
tion and the constant joy of infantile 
hearts. 
Sometimes the little ones cry for 
things which a meagerly lined purse must 
refuse ; one little girl I saw

Judging fiora the num­ 
ber of solicitors for sou3 stationed on all 
the street corners anil bugging chuich 
steps, it was ea«y to imagine one haif of 
Paris begging of the other half. 
A num­ 
ber of new toys had been invented for this 
year’s fete, a3 takes place every year, and 
all persons are ever anxious to learn in 
w hat direction French ingenuity has been 
employed, for it is uo simple ftat to 
imagine 
something 
new under 
the 
sun every 
twelve-month. 
The pretti­ 
est, 
probably, 
of 
the 
number 
is a 
lady riding a velocipede. 
It is wound 
up by turning one of the wheels which 
draws a piece of rubber attached to an­ 
other wheel at the end of a pole, and then 
once placed on a smooth surface the lady 
flies around a circle until the tension of the 
rubber is exhausted, w hen it requires more 
winding up ; the whole is of tin except 
the doli, which is a mOBt fiariting-looking 
creature, with high cap aud red dress 
trimmed with g ilt; it is ail quite solid, and 
by replenishing the rubber 13 guaranteed 
to last for a year, and besides costs but 
fifteen sous. 
Since the success of the card 
containing the question : “ Ou est lechal 1" 
there have come into existence a vast 
number of these cards with various ques­ 
tions bearing more or less on the topics of 
the day. 
The most significant which has 
appeared this year is : 
“ Where is the 
Je su it? ” 
The map of France is repre­ 
sented with heads of Jesuits of the neigh­ 
boring countries forming the boundaries ; 
there is the Italian, the Belgian, the Irish, 
I Spanish aud American Jesuit, as fearful 


caricatures ready to swallow up France 
from th at side on which he is situated. 
The question is as to where is the French 
Jesuit? he, however, can not be found ex­ 
cept on turning the card to the light, when 
he is seen to occupy the entire map 
of France. 
The most amnsing part of the 
promenade is to see the different merchants 
exercise their wares and listen to them as 
at the extent of their voices they proclaim

Around these littie booths that is seen no 
where else and at no other time in Paris. 
On my seeing them for the first time, I 
supposed the Parisians could easily do 
without them, but I should be very loth 
now to part with them myself, ar.d hail 
their appearance with as much delight as 
the children. 
The day following Christ­ 
mas, on Sunday, the weather was even 
more delightful; but as though the con­ 
tract were at an end, it began rainin'; the 
following day aud continued until New 
Year’s morning. 
If 
Parisians 
dreaded 
rain and bad weather on Christmas, you 
may imagine the ave M arias and pater n : sters 
that were sain to obtain a pleasant day f. r 
the first day of ti.e m w year. 
That day is 
so full of ceremonies that it is hard to tell 
w hire they end. 
In the first place every 
body goes to see every other body. 
All 
employes call ou their employers as an act 
of strict etiquette, whereas these last call 
on the Presidí.nt of the association or some 
o iler dignitary a round higher up the so- 
c.tl ladder. 
The ceremony to be observed 
by the officials i- arranged several days re­ 
fere hand. 
The President of the P, .public 
received as early as 9 o'clock in the morn­ 
ing, beginning with the nms: im portant 
officers of the -tate, the Presidents of the 
Senate and Ch mb' rs, who are escorted to 
the Palais of theElysees by grenadiers on 
horseback. 
Later fir- President of the .Re­ 
public returns the visits of the Presidents 
of the Senate and Chamber, end as not 
more than two hours, perhaps, may havt 
elapsed, they can scarcely say to each other, 
“ How have you been since I saw you 
last ? ’

FIRST‘DAY OF THK YEAR 
All the Judges (and they are a goodly 
number), dressed in th tir scarlet robes, 
are driven in carriages and escorted by 
horsemen to call on the President, and as 
everybody else are making visits except 
tho gamins aud working people, you can 
imagine the delight this masquerade gives 
to these, who hang around the carriages 
and p»er through the windows at those im­ 
posing magistrates who make it uncom­ 
fortable for all persons who break the laws. 
All this: ceremony is the remains of ancient 
royalty, which could not exact enough at­ 
tention and obsequiousness from all bodies 
it was its pleasure to rule, and it is astoc- 
ishing that a custom so inconvenient aud 
so little relished by any one shouid still be 
in vogue ; but then iu this country it is 
necessary for a whole generation to grum­ 
ble over a thing for the next to think it 
advisable to chain’*' it.

on New Year’;, Day, on account of the ex­ 
tensive demand, reaches terrifying figures 
for a modest parse.

nouveauie which dots not fail to character­ 
ize the establishment. 
I noticed at tiiran-

blue satin ribbon. 
Tiieir heads eouid be 
lifted, when an opening was discovered 
into which the candies were, deposited. 
They were of all sizes, and although the. 
pig is not a graceful beast, the idea was 
original enough and the success of the petit 
roe/ion duly celebrated. At the large floral 
establishment on the boulevard des Capn-

TOO MUCH JOY. 


A Frenchman whose wife was about to 
present him with the fond appellation of 
“ lather,’’ retired to aw ait the happy mo­ 
ment, and with some triends to drink long 
life and a noble to the first-born. 
The 
punch bowl scattered its inviting fumes 
most prodigally around the company, and 
anxiety was manifested by all, when in ran 
Batty L-ghtfoot, exclaiming : 
“ Joy, joy, sir ! 
I give you joy.” 
“ V at is he, Betty, vat ¡3 he?” 
“ A fine boy, sir.” 
“ Health to the young Marquis !” ex­ 
claimed one, and bumpers went around. 
“ Betty, you must drink von life to the 
jung Marquis.” 
Better raised the glass to her lips, when 
in rushed the nurse : 
‘ Joy, joy, Eir, I give yon joy.” 
“ Vat—vat—is de m atter ? ” 
“ A fine girl, sir ! ” 
“ B etty,” said the Frenchman, looking 
stern. “ vat for you say no true ? ” 
“ O,” said the nuree, “ a boy first and a 
girl afterw ard.” 
“ Vat, two—von boy—von filie ? ” 
“ Two, sir,” added the dame, and help­ 
ing herself to a glass, « as swinging it off, 
when in popped another : 
" Sacre ! ” exclaimed the Frenchman,

I must <jo aid jnd a ttop 
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C ra n b e rry Sauce.—Wash and pick a 
0 1 art 01 ripe cranberries and put them into 
a saucepan with a teacupful of w a te r; 
stew slowly, stirring often until they are as 
thick as raarmalaue. 
They require at 
least oue hour aud a half to cook. 
When 
you take them from the fire sweeten them 
abundantly with white sugar : if sweetened 
while cooking the color will be dark ; put 
them into a mold and set aside to get cold. 
Butterscotch. —Take one pound of C. 
sugar and tnree ounces of butter ; place 
them in a preserving kettle, or a clean, 
bright pan will do ; keep stirring it, and 
watch closely that it does not burn ou the 
edges ; a trial is necessary to know when it 
is done ; drop a little of the mixture iu 
cold water, and if it is brittle it is right ; 
just at the conclusion of the cooking a tea­ 
spoonful of grftted lomon-rind improves 
the flavor ; a price of marble, well but­ 
tered, is the best to pour it out on, or take 
a tin pan, reversa it, and pour the candy 
on the bottom, always buttering it ; score 
w ith a knife ; to pour it on greased paper 
saves much trouble. 
O ystf.r P a ttie s .—The making of tHe 
paste I will not explain, as you have pub­ 
lished a great many receipts for puff paste. 
Take an ounce of butter and a teaspoontui 
of flour ; put these ic a saucepan, heat 
gently, and stir thoroughly so as to got it 
smooth ; add a little salt, a sprig of mace, 
and a little white pepper, by degrees; last, 
add four tablespoonfuls of cream. 
Then, 
having strained your oysters, say two 
dozen, not too large ones, add lit tie by lit­ 
tle the liquor fn 111 them. 
Lastly, when 
the sauce is on the boil, put in the oyst rs, 
and let them cook 'or not more than three 
minutes. 
Fill your patties. 
[Cook ar a 
Baltimore Hotel. 
A pple and T apioca 
P udding.—Peel 
and core six large, firm apples, pack them 
closely in the baking dish you intend serv­ 
ing your pudding in, fid the cored parts 
tightly with sugar and a short stick of cin­ 
namon ; put a gill cf hot water on your 
apples, cover closely and hake for an hour; 
be careful the apples do no? brown on the 
bottom ; turn them two or three times. 
Take a teacupful of Frrnch tapioca, which 
is finer and more delicate than any other, 
and soak in three cupfuls of water for three 
or four hours, keeping it in a warm place, 
but not where it wiil be il ; pour the dis­ 
solved tapioca over the baked apples, and 
bake for another h ur in a moderate oven ; 
when you take the pudding from the oven, 
and before putting it on the table, .odd to 
it a wine-glass o! brandy or two of sherry 
wine ; the pudding can be eaten either 
with pulverized sugar or a hard sauce made 
with an ounce of butter and two ounces of 
sugar well creamed togetm r, and ti.e beat­ 
en yolk of an egg th roughly stiired in ; 
put a t-.a-ipconful of salt in the water yiu 
soak your tapioca in. 


B oasted B eef Tongue —Ir sounds fun­ 
ny to roast a beef tongue, but there are 
many better ways of dressing a tongue tliau 
boiling a smoked one. 
1 non t w ant you 
to follow txuctly the sauce they use in 
Spain, because there ia saffron in i t ; but 
saffron, if you know how to use it iu mod­ 
eration, is not bad. 
Take a tongue—a 
good-sized one—and trim it n e a t; don’t 
leave too much of the root ; spunk * sai 
on it, a very little black pepper, ar.d rub 
over it a teaspoonful of ginger. 
Don’t for­ 
get, neith t, some four cloves winch pus:, 
right into the tongue. 
If you i.avc a »oast- 
iug-jackput the tongue before the fire, and 
mind you baste it with butter and tavc 
the gravy. 
If you haven't got a roasting- 
jackj just bake i t ; if you rr- driven to 
bake it. cover the tongue with thin layer? 
of breakfast bacon. 
But the sauce is the 
thing. 
Take your, gravy, ten minutes be­ 
fore serving, and out into it a wine-gias3of 
port wine or sherry ; squeeze halt a lemon 
into it ; season it to taste w itn salt and 
pepper ; let it all simmer down to a third, 
and serve the sauce separate; maybe you 
would make a face if I said a bit of garlic 
as big as a bird-shot would help the sauce, 
with a good shred of saffron ; but garlic 
and saffron maybe ain’t to your taste. 


C hicken P ie .—Cut up two chickens 
weighing seven or eight pounds in pieces 
suitable to serve at table • stew th, 111 well 
for two honrs, putting tie m in a quart of 
boiling water. 
Season w ith a large onion 
stuck with six cloves, half a dozen allspice, 
a clove of mace, a pinch of cayenne pepper, 
a saltspoonful of white pepper, and a light 
tablespoonful of salt. 
Take had a pound 
of sifted flour, three ounces of butter, and 
the same of lard, a teaspoonful of salt, a 
coffee-cup of cold w ater; mix the flour,

H ousehold Soap M aking.—W. Men- 
zies uives in the Chemist ami Drugget the 
following practical recipe for making soap 
without boiling : Take ex ictly ten pounds 
of double-refim-d 93 percent, can-tic soda 
powder (Greenback), put i. in any can cr 
jar with forty live pounds (four and a ..ail 
gallon?) of water, stir it dice, or twic-., 
w benit will dissolve immediately and become 
quite hot : let it stand until the lye thus 
made is cold. 
Weigh out and place iu any 
convenient vsssel for mixing exactly seven­ 
ty-five pounds of clean givasv, tallow, or 
oil,{not mineral oil). 
If gr. aso or tallow be 
used, molt it slowly over the fire uutil it ?s 
liquid and just warm—?av, tem perature 
not over 100° F. 
If oil be use !, no heating 
is required. 
Pour the lye slowly into the 
melted presss or oil in a small s ir am con­ 
tinuously, at, the .ame tiin cstiin n ; with a 
flat wooden stirrer about three inches broa.:; 
continue gentiy stirring until the lye and 
greate are thoroughly combined an i in ap­ 
pearance like honey. 
Do not stir too long 
or the mixture will separate itself again. 
The time required varies somewhat with 
the weather aud the kind of tall iw, grease, 
or oil u e d ; 
from fifteen 
to twenty 
minutes will be enough./ When the mix­ 
ing is completed, pour off the liquid soap 
into an old square box for a mould sulli- 
cieutly large to hold it, previously damp­ 
ening the sides with w ater so as to pre­ 
vent the soap sticking. 
W rap up the box 
well «’ith old blankets, or, better still, put 
it in a warm place until the next day, 
when the box will contain a block of 130 
pounds of soap which can afterward be 
cut up with a-lwire. 
Remember the chief 
points in the above directions, which must 
be exactly followed. 
The lye must be 
allowed to cool. 
If melted taliow or 
grease 
be used it must cot 
be more 
than 
warm. 
Trie 
exact 
w eighs 
of 
double-refined 
93 per cent, 
powdered 
caustic soda and tallow or oil must be 
ta k en ; al«o the lye must fcc stirred into 
the grease, not grease or oil added to the 
lye. 
If the grease or tallow use ! lie not 
clean, or contams salt, it must be “ ren­ 
dered,” or purified, previous to u5e, that is 
to say, boiled with water and allowed to 
become hard again to throw out the im­ 
purities. 
Any salt present will spoil the 
whole operation entirely, but discolored or 
rancid grease or tallow is just ai good as 
fresh for soap-iiukiug purposes. 
If the 
Eoap ’un a out streaky and uneven it has 
not been thoroughly mixed. 
If very sharp 
to the taste, too much eo-iahas been taken. 
If soft, mild and greasy, too much soda 
has been used. 
In eitner case it must now 


be thrown into a pan and brought to a boil 
with a little more water. 
In the first case 
boiling is all that is necessary ; in the other 
instances a very little oil or a very little 
more of 
the 
double-refined 
powdered 
caustic soda must be added to the water. 
These things will never happen, however, 
if the directions are exactly followed, and 
after the soap has been made several times 
with the experience thus gained, the pro­ 
cess is extremely easy and the result will 
be always a good batch of soap. 
Beef tal­ 
low makes tne hardest soap, m utton fat a 
rather softer soap ; of oils, cotton-seed is 
the cheapest and best, but. the soap is much 
softer, lathering very freely indeed. 
Or­ 
dinary household fat cr dripping will make 
a nice soap, aud in many places can be ob­ 
tained at a trifling cost, and iu exchange 
for goods sold. 
tiuch grease, however, 
must be carefully examined for salt, which 
it often contains. 
It will be evident that 
any smaller quantity of soap can be made 
at a time according to the above direc­ 
tions, by taking the ingredients iu exact 
proportion. 
It is not advisable to make 
more thau double the quan ity prescribed, 
as it is difficult to work more by hand.

periments had been made with that system 
for some time in the scrting-room and in 
the telegraph instrum ent office. 
According to the experiments of M. 
Grehant, air containing 1 300 of its volume 
of carbon dioxide proved fatal to a dog 
which inhaled it for fifty minutes. 
With 
another dog the same size the fatal dose 
was 1-250. 
A rabbit resisted various pro­ 
portions of mixtures of air aud carbon 
dioxide until the later rose to 1-00 of the 
volume of air ; while a sparrow died with 
1-500. 
If aloes are believed to be present in cor­ 
dials, elixirs, liquors or beer, Hugo Boru- 
trager gives this rapid method of testing 
the question : 
A portion of the liquid is 
well shaken with twice its volume of ben­ 
zine, and the behavior of the mixture with 
ammonia is observed. 
If no red coloration 
is apparent, aloes can only be present in 
very insignificant quantity or not there 
at all. 
An easy method for showing whether 
butter is adulterated with beef-fat has been 
submitted by Hager. 
He saturates a cot­ 
ton wick with a suspected sample, which 
is first melted. 
He then lights the wick 
and permits it to burn for about two min­ 
utes. 
A t the end of th at time, when the 
wick is extinguished, an odor like that 
given off by a tallow candle, when its flame 
is blown out, is readily perceived if the 
butter is artificial.

The Association of the Ohio Colleges will 
next year present a full report of discus­ 
sions and conclusions on the term s of ad­ 
mission to the several college courses, the 
courses themselves aud the significance of 
the various degrees. 
It is stated th at not one dollar of the 
public money in Delaware has ever been 
appropriated for the education of colored 
children. 
At the meeting of the School Commis­ 
sioners and Superintendents of New York, 
Superintendent Snow of Auburn declared 
against giving the same prominence to 
w ritten examinations as of old, and ob­ 
served that the courtesies of social life 
should to a certain extent be taught in our 
schools. 
The Punjaub University, India, reports 
that of the 1,747 students who have pre­ 
sented themselves for the various examin­ 
ations in arts 1,217 have taken the English 
examination, and that the number of can­ 
didates for the entrance examination in 
English has increased from 20 in 1873 to 
193 at the present examination. 
The Boston Board of Aldermen intend to. 
petition for a legislative Act compelling the 
School Committee to keep within the ap­ 
propriations made for the schools. 
The 
Board aleo call for amendments of the 
school laws restricting the expenditures for 
any one year to $25 a scholar; doing away 
with the Supervisors ; and again placing 
one Superintendent in charge of the schools. 
The name of the Alderman proposing these 
changes is O'Brien. 
One of the Michigan teachers told the 
State Association the other day that one 
difficulty in the use of text-bookr was that 
some scholars failed to comprehend the 
language ; and he added that the teachers 
should be thoroughly acquainted with the 
subject in order to illustrate the lessons. 
Alas ! this is what too many half-educated 
and inexperienced young teachers have not 
the slightest power to do. 
Teaching means 
more than anything else the awakening 
and vivifying of the pupil’s intellectual ca­ 
pacity. 
Is this a thing to be done by 
crude young persons or mechanical old 
ones ?—[N. Y. Tribune.

At low-water 
botn oceans are the same quantities below 
their respective mean levels ; therefore, at 
such times, the Pacific is lower than the 
A tlanticby (10.01—0.58—3.52 -) 0.51 feet. 
In every twelve hours, therefore, and com­ 
mencing with high tides, the level of the 
Pacific is first several feet higher than the 
A tlan tic; it becomes then of the same 
higlit, and at low tide is several feet lower. 
AgaiD, as the tide rises the two seas are of 
the same hight, and finally at high tide the 
Pacific is again the same number of feet 
above the Atlantic as at first.”

CLIM ATE 
AND 
CHARACTER. 


A M elbourne m agazine has published a 
paper on “ The Com ing A ustralian,” in 
w hich some curious coincidences betw een 
th e habits of A ustralian and Californian 
youth are perceptible. 
'The A ustralian lad, 
ic seems, is fond of o ut door life and exer­ 
cise, is w anting in home discipline, and 
has very li.tle inclination for intellectual 
pursuits. 
I t can hardly be said th at the 
California lad is peculiarly addicted to ou t­ 
door sport3 such as engage th e attention of 
th e A ustralian, for though base-ball has its 
shrines among us, we cannot be said to 
devote to ii anything like the attention 
w hich cricket, foot-ball and boating claim 
from the young A ustralian. 
In both coun­ 
tries, however, the love of out-door life is 
strong, and in both countries it results 
from the pos.-essiou of an equable and 
genial clim ate. 
T hat 
clim ate modifies 
civilization 
is 
indeed 
very 
certain, 
b u t to w hat extent has been a m at­ 
ter of controversy. 
The civilization of 
Greece was very trine h a question of climate, 
b u t it seems th a t the Jsame quality of a t­ 
mosphere which stim ulated 
intellectual 
activities at A thens may under different 
surroundings tend to develop th e physical 
organism alone. 
I t is true, however, th a t 
bodily culture preceded m ental even in 
Greece, and perhaps this íb the best hope 
of th e A ustralians. 
As for ns, we have as 
y et only th e love of the open air, and the 
lack of revereuce for parental authority, 
to proceed upon. 
Perhaps by and by we 
shall develop a tru ly A thenian culture, 
b u t m eantim e the dom inant traits of the 
rising generation both in A ustralia and 
here seem to he suspiciously allied to those 
of more primitive and less civilized races.

THE DEBATE ON 
FREE 
SHIPS VERSUS 
SUBSIDIES. 


The debate between Senator Beck and 
Senator Blaine on the condition of our 
m ercantile marine has brought once more 
into a strong light a subject which ought 
to make every sensible man in the couu.ry 
ashamed for the folly of our lawmakers. 
There has never been, and probably there 
never will be, a more exaggerated illustra­ 
tion of all the worst consequences of the 
protective policy than the existing laws 
turaish. 
W e cannot build ships any mure 
because of the tariff. A nd we cannot buy 
ships ready built because of the navigation 
laws. 
To protect a sliip-building interest 
which has no existence, the Am erican 
m erchant navy has been ruthlessly extin­ 
guished. 
To enable the builders of wooden 
ships to retain a 
business w hich the 
progress of science lias destroyed, and 
which is as dead as Juliu s Csesar, it 13 
decreed th a t no other kind of ships shall 
be built in the U nited States. 
A nd when 
the Am erican m arine has been so totally 
annihilated th a t the country has to pay- 
one hundred and tw enty m illions a year to 
foreigners for carrying our trade, 
Mr. 
Blaine and his school gravely recommend 
as a Sovereign rem edy for this disastrous 


state of things, th e subsidizing of John 
Poach or some other owner of a steam ship 
line. 
T here is no statem ent m ade by Sen­ 
ator Beck in regard to the decadence of our 
m ercantile m ariue w hich is not unhappily 
true. 
The stars and stripes have alm ost 
literally disappeared from the ocean. 
The 
splendid carry ing trade w hich tw enty years 
ago prom ised to w rest the commercial su ­ 
premacy from England, has vanished. The 
once famous \ aukee clipper lias become a 
mere tradition. 
The Am erican s 'Uian is 
rapidly becom ing extinct. 
B u t for th e 
coasting trad e all m aritim e skill would 
soon be lust. 
A nd this whole train of con 
sequences has been brought about by laws 
which were passed under the p retext of 
protecting Am erican industry- ! 
\ \ ill Mr. 
Blaine or any other Protectionist at least 
condescend to point out how th e tariff and 
navigation laws have helped anybody7 .’ 
Is 
it, for exam ple, a fact th a t th e ship-build- 
ers of M aine are flourishing ? 
Can the 
country7, which has nta 'e such heavy- sacri­ 
fices for their sake, console itself w ith the 
reflection th a t a t least their fortune has 
been secured ? 
Surely ;t onght to be possi­ 
ble to m ake such a show ing as this, for 
w hat possible excuse can M r. Blaine and 
his school offer for the perpetuation of the 
present laws, unless it can be dem onstrated 
th at they have produced good to somebody ' 
But, amazing as the fact m ay seem, no 
such exhibit can be ma le by th e Protec­ 
tionists. 
The grim tru th is th a t w hile the 
tariff and navigation law s have throw n the 
whole carrying trade of th e country into 
foreign hands, and have thus diverted 
Itü ,000,000 annually from home employ­ 
m ent, no com pensation has been gained in 
the stim ulation of wooden ship building. 


The reason of this is perfectly clear to 
anybody but a Protectionist. 
I t is th at 
the era of w ooden ships has passed, and 
tn a t toe world has no fu rth er dem and for 
them . 
The products of th e M aine ship­ 
yards cannot compete w ith the products of 
tiie Clyde, aud no protection w ill m ake 
wood equal to iron for ship building pur­ 
poses. 
So it is th a t w-e have been throw ing 
aw ay our carrying trad e and destroying 
our m ercantile m arine in the endeavor to 
restore an industry w hich is as bead as the 
C oventry ribbon trad e or th e weaving of 
Spitalfields, and from the same causes. 
■So it is tiiat M r.. Blaine’s proposition to 
buiid up our decayed m ercantile m arine by­ 
subsidizing John R oach’s steam ers is as 
irrelevant aud preposterous as a suggestion 
to revive the fashion of w earing chain 
arm or by paying a man to dres3 th a t way 
and w alk the streets. 
The assertion th a t no benefit to any in­ 
dustry has been derived from the existing 
tariff 
and 
navigation 
law s 
is 
fully 
borne out by the latest statistics issued 
from the G overnm ent bureau. 
Tnus Mr. 
Nim mo 
tells us th a t “ the tonnage of 
“ the U nited States, employed in foreign 
“ trade on Ju n e JO, 1S79, was 1,451,505 
“ tons ; it being steadily on th e wane, and 
“ having decreased in the last year 137,- 
“ S43 tons.” 
As to th e sliip-building, in 
the same year, 103,031 tons were built, 
show ing a decrease from the previous year 
of 40.SG1 tons. 
Of this tonnage SS per 
cent, was of wood, aud nearly all of it w as 
for the coasting trade, w ithout w hich the 
ship-building interest w ould 
long since 
have died. 
During the last five years only 
07,872 tons have been built of iron in the 
U nited States, while in G reat B ritain in 
th e sam e period 1,037,710 tons of iron, 
and mme of wood, have been built. 
The 
U nited S tates has one solitary iron sailin' 
ship. 
England’s iron sailing fleet num b .a 
several huudreds of large vessels. 
E vi­ 
dently it has been m ade impossible for 
America to build ships for free com peti­ 
tion in the w orld’s m arkets, and evidently 
this state of things has been brought about 
by our worse than imbecile laws. 


I t is, however, doubly aggravatingtothose 
who realize the true reasons of our decline 
in the carrying trade to listen to such ab­ 
surdities as Mr. Blaine pats forward in the 
guise of remedial propositions. Nothing can 
be more clear than that the losses the coun­ 
try has suffered have been forced upon it 
by its own lawmakers. The navigation laws 
and the tariff have killed our carrying 
trade and built up not that of England 
alone, but that of Germany and Holland 
as well. 
Our folly has been the making of 
our neighbors, and if the friends of Free 
Trade were as narrow-minded as their op­ 
ponents they would certainly have a very 
plausible-seeming case if they hinted that 
“ British gold ” had been and was being 
employed to prevent recourse to a more 
liberal policy. 
For it is unqucstionably 
the interest of England that we should 
maintain our present paralyzing laws, and 
that she should consequently enjoy onr 
entire carrying trade. 
And this situation 
Mr. Blaine proposes to deal with by a sys­ 
tem of bounties and subsidies. 
Let us see 
how that policy would work. 
You first 
tie the hands of a certain portion of the 
community, and thus prevent them from 
earning their own living. 
Then you lay a 
special tax on the rest of the community 
for the support of those yon have crippled. 
And you call this fosteriug the industries 
of the country. 
It íb not in a lunatic asy­ 
lum, but in Congress, that this has been 
proposed, and no doubt there are gravé and 
sober Congressmen who think Mr. Blaine's 
methods quite statesmanlike and masterly. 
And yet it would be easy to improve the 
situation. 
If it is impossible yet to obtain 
tariff reform, the repeal of the registry 
laws would at least enable Americans to 


buy foreign ships, and bring them under 
our flag. 
Germany has bought English 
ships in this way, and though she has very 
little foreign commerce of her own she has 
succeeded in carrying the goods of other 
countries, and lias made it pay well. 
\ \ e 
have a great- and ever increasing foreign 
trade, y et we refuse to allow our own peo­ 
ple either to build ships or to buy them. 
As to subsidies moreover, it has been found 
already th a t th e English unsubsidized ships 
can beat onr subsidized lines. 
And this 
will 
continue 
to be 
th e 
case unless 
( 'oDgress is prepared to pay bounties suf­ 
ficiently large to induce Am erican builders 
to construct iron ship3 capable of com pet­ 
ing w ith the C lyde-built vessels in spite of 
the tariff. 
To do th a t would cost the 
country alm ost as m uch a ; to build the 
ships and m ake presents of them to the 
nom inal owners, and we do not think the 
country is prepared for th a t yet. 
To 
subsidize 
one 
or 
tw o 
m ail 
lines 
can 
do 
no 
good 
except 
to 
the 
particular 
owners 
of 
those 
lines. 
I t 
does 
not 
stim ulate 
ship-building, 
all it does is to stim ulate fruitless rivalry 
betw een 
inferior 
aud 
superior 
ships. 
There are no Am erican steam ships a t pres­ 
ent capable of com peting on equal term s 
w ith th-. English lints, and there are not 
likely to be any while the existing laws re­ 
main in force. 
M r. Blaine has an inde­ 
fensible position, and we are compelled to 
say th at a bad cause was never m ore feebly 
and ¡Logically defended th an by him on 
this occasion. 
In fact he gave up every 
point of consequence to his antagonist, 
an 1 his presentation of th e subsidy propo­ 
sition was perfunctory, tam o and sp irit­ 
less. 
If th ; carrying trade is to be restored to 
A m erican bottom ? it is very certain th at 
free trad e in ships, if not in ship-building, 
w ill have to be conceded. 
The subsidy 
m ethod has been already tried, and ha? 
failed. 
I t is in tru th as ridiculous an idea 
as off/ring a tortoise so much a mile ff he 
will undertake to ruu faster th an a hare. 
T he tortoise would quite probably tak e the 
money, b u t lie certainly would not be able 
to fulfill he contract, and th a t is the case 
w ith our ship-builders. 
Free ships, how ­ 
ever, can be conceded w ith o u t touching the 
tariff, and tince it has been conclusively 
show n th a t this concession cannot injure 
any Am erican ship-building interest, since 
Americana no longer build foreign-going 
vessels of any kind, th e old objections are 
no longer reliable. 
There is a m ost incon­ 
sistent indifference to Am erican interests 
on the p a rt of th e Protectionists, how­ 
ever, 
T hey th in k nothing of destroying 
an immense trad e in order to benefit an 
im aginary interest, b u t the spectacle of 
A]20,000,000 a ye r tieing poured into the 
puises of foreigners docs not suggest to 
them the idea of any corresponding loss to 
th;-ir own countrym en. 
N ever was Pro­ 
tection more mischievous, more indefensi­ 
ble, more opposed to r< a 
n, than in this 
case. 
In fact, anyone who will attem p t 
seriously to defend th e policy7 by which 
our m ercantile m arine has been driven 
from the ocean and our great carrying 
trade throw n into foreign bottom s, at the 
same tim e th a t th e industry to which these 
sacrifices have been m ade has dw indled 
steadily, m ust posscsB a hardihood or an 
inaccessibility to reason altogether phe­ 
nomenal.

W henever a State or a nation endeavors 
to exclude com petition in any form, it is 
pursuing a course which is opposed to the 
highest interests of the people. 
The main 
advantage of all the m achinery which 
facilitates transportation and locomotion is 
th at it brings the cheapening influence of 
com petition to a greater num ber of people 
than could otherw ise tDjoy it. 
I t is for 
the good of the public th a t there should 
be no barriers to commerce or the exchange 
of products, b u t th a t every m arket should 
be free to all comers, and th a t th e con­ 
sum er should everyw here share the benefits 
arising from ibis freedom. 
The resistance 
which is continually opposed to the re­ 
moval of commercial obstructions is due, 
not to any public spirit, not to auy local 
pride, b u t to tbe most selfish e.nd narrow 
and greedy m otives w hich influence men. 
There are few men who would not be mo­ 
nopolists if they could. 
There are no in­ 
terests w hich w ill not hedge them selves 
about w ith a Chinese wall if they are per­ 
m itted to do so. 
And if 
they 
can 
hoodwink the public, and persuade them 
th a t 
th e 
m easures 
th ey 
propose 
solely 
for 
th eir 
own 
aggrandizem ent, 
are in the interest of the commonwealth, 
it is possible for them to impose upon a 
w- 
e nation such u njust and mischievous 
dens as our Tariff a t present entails. 
The disposition to create and m aintain 
monopolies is general— we m ight alm ost say 
universal ; h u t it is only when these efforts 
are made iu some large and em phatic way 
th a t they a ttrac t attention. 
Few States 
have probably suffered more from this 
tendency than California, owing to the 
peculiar 
character of 
her 
origin and 
grow th. 
The enormous 
prices 
which 
prevailed 
in pioneer tim es, and which 
were 
partly 
excpscd 
by 
the 
iso­ 
lation of the country and the difficul­ 
ties of transportation, have been relin­ 
quished only in th e most reluctant way, 
and after the most desperate attempts to 
maintain them. 
Even to this day many 
of them are clung to w ith positive infatua­ 
tion, and it is not an exaggeration to say 
that we still have among us many men who 
will rather lose business than abandon the 
usurious profits to which they have be­ 
come accustomed. 
This habit is, how­ 
ever, only in part a survival from the 
pioneer times. 
It is also fortified by the 
prevalent 
greed 
of 
gain 
which 
has 
popularized the doctrine that it is neces­ 
sary above everything to amass riches rap­ 
idly. 
And sicce the improvement of com- 
m unicatiei has 
brought these grasping 
traders faee to face with a competition 
which menaces their great gains with ex­ 
tinction, a flutter has been made among 
them, and they nave bethought themselves 
of protecting their intereets by legislation. 
They would, if they could, abolish the Pa­ 
cific railroads, and exclude from the State 
all competition with the East. 
Instead of 
meeting the new 
situation boldly and 
squarely, 
and encountering competition 
with reduced prices, they seek to banish 
it, their only concern being to perpetuate 
the rates which have ceased to be reasona­ 
ble or tolerable. 
These are the men who 
ask for laws to place prohibitive taxes 
upon Eastern competition in various lines 
of business ; who wish to drive out the 
Chicago and St. Louis and New York 
drummers by making them pay extrava­ 


gant licenses : who coolly solicit the aid of 
the people’s representatives to bind the 
people down to pay extortionate prices in 
perpetuity. 
California is in m any respects a dear 
S tate to live in, and it is so because of the 
greed and the selfishness of its traders. 
W ith regard to m any of them , it m ust 
still be said th a t whenever they can they 
charge pioneer prices. 
There are certain 
staples which are not dearer here than else­ 
where, b u t a large class of goods is still 
held at rates which have long been out of 
all reason. 
There is no justification for 
this condition of things, b u t it is clear th at 
it will not be reform ed until the people 
them selves, by encouraging the freest pos­ 
sible 
com petition, 
have conquered the 


cheap m arkets which they have a right to 
insist upon. 
Of course anybody has the 
right to charge excessive prices so long as 
the public are left free to buy where they 
choose. 
T hat condition of perfect free­ 
dom, however, is essential, and m ust never 
be surrendered. 
W henever, therefore, any 
legislation is proposed which has for its ob­ 
ject the building up of some local interest, 
it should be rem em bered th at th e public 
are not interested in th a t kind of under­ 
taking half 
so 
m uch 
as 
in 
securing 
all they need in 
the most economical 
way. 
Local interests which cannot live 
w ithout charging four or five prices for 
th eir products ought not to live. 
There is 
clearly uo demand for them , since w hat 
they m ake can be obtained cheaper else­ 
where, 
If, therefore, capital is forced out 
of them it will find its way into enterprises 
which can stand fair com petition, and 
y et repay th e investor ; and these are the 
only enterprises th e establishm ent of which 
really- helps a State or country. 
W hat is 
needed in California to-day is a sharper 
com petition th an we have yet enjoyed, 
and one w hich w ill sweep aw ay th e last 
relics of the old period of high prices and 
great pirofits. 
Such a change will inciden­ 
tally kill th e gam bling spirit which has 
alw ays been so rife here, and teach men, 
not only to apply7 them selves to steady 
industry7, b u t to content them selves w ith 
m oderate gains. 
Before such an era can 
dawn, however, there m ust come a full 
realization of the tru th th at protection to 
particular 
industries 
and 
interests 
is 
robbery of the public generally, aud th at 
no com petition can possibly be too free 
aud full for th e good of the com m unity 
at large. 


TH E 
V ITICÜLTÜ RA L 
COMMISSION. 


The first annual report of the V itieult- 
ural Commissioners is a highly valuable 
and creditable one. I t shows th at th e selec­ 
tion of the Commissioners was judicious, 
and th a t th ey have one and all labored 
conscientiously and zealously to further 
the purposes of their organization. 
This re­ 
port embodies a greater am ount of im por­ 
ta n t inform ation concerning the condition, 
prospects, draw backs and difficulties of 
Californian viticulture than has ever be­ 
fore been gathered together. 
Each Com­ 
missioner Las filed a report in his own 
district, and Mr. W etm ore, the V ice-Presi­ 
dent, has furnished a m ost interesting aud 
valuable essay on the whole subject, pre­ 
senting a clear view of the entire field 
succinctly and lucidly . 
The report also 
contains a lecture by Professor H ilgsrd 
aud 
one 
by 
Mr. 
B low ers; 
and sev­ 
eral papers on th e phylloxera, and the 
remedies for th a t pest which have thus 
far proved m ost successful. 
Iu short, we 
are pleased w ith th e opportunity of ex­ 
pressing our opinion th a t th is is one of the 
few Commissions which has show n itself 
capable of doing well a real w ork which 
needs greatly to be done. 
A fter reading 
th is report we are moreover convinced th a t 
it would 
be 
im politic 
to merge the 
V iticultural 
Commission 
in 
th e State 
Board of A griculture, for we are satisfied 
th a t this Commission has before it a task 
requiring undivided and constant a tte n ­ 
tion for m any years to come, and the labors1 
of which ought therefore to be kept under 
one supervision. 
T his interest, in fact, íb 
growing to such proportions that- ic re­ 
quires to be separated out from all other 
interests, and to bo accorded a special 
branch of adm inistrative supervision. 
I t is 
evident th a t while a very great deal re­ 
m ains 
to 
be 
learned 
by 
our 
wine 
growers and raisin-m akers, they7 are grad­ 
ually acquiring b etter m ethods, and are 
consequently producing b etter results 
16 
¡3 especially- encouraging to learn th at 
really excellent light red and white wines 
arc now being made in increasing q u an ti­ 
ties, and th a t the heavy wines m anufact­ 
ured exclusively from the Mission grape, 
and which have given California wines so 
bad a name for headtness and fiery quali- 
i.ies, are being more and more superseded 
by th e wholesome and harmless vintages 
referred to. 
M any difficulties besides the 
phylloxera have y et to be encountered. 
The wines of California appear to m ake 
little way among local hotel keepers and 
restaurateurs, who prefer to sell im ported 
brands, or who, if they do buy native 
wines, 
retail 
them 
under 
foreign 
labels. 
M eanwhile 
it is 
shown 
th a t 
France 
is 
im porting 
alm ost 
more 
wine than she 
exports, 
her vineyards 
having been so ravaged by the phy lloxera 
that her wine manufacture1 is well-nigh 
dead. 
Of course it follows th a t th e so- 
called French wines 
im ported to this 
country are worked over vintages, and it 
is certain th a t not a little California wine 
enters into th eir composition. 
It is most 
desirable th a t our viticulturists should 
refrain from attempting to pass their wines 
off as foreign, however, no m atter w hat 
the temptation. 
They should improve tbe 
manufacture at every opportunity, and 
seek constantly to raise the quality of the 
grapes. 
But after all the vintages of Cali­ 
fornia m ust stand on their own merits if 
they are to obtain a real reputation. 
We 
cannot close this article without once 
more calling attention to tbe admirable 
manner in which the work of the Viticult­ 
ural Commission has thus far been per­ 
formed, and we hope th a t the Legislature 
will not fail to provide for the continuance 
of tjie valuable labors of this Board. 


THE 
WAREHOUSING 
OF 
WHEAT. 


The President of the State Agricultural 
Society, in his annual address, expressed 
the belief that the farmers w-ould find it 
necessary to build joint-stock warehouses 
for themselves, in which to store their 
wheat. 
The farmers have found it so diffi­ 
cult to act together for important purposes 
that they have usually neglected their own 
interests in such matters nntil fairly driven 
to do something, and it is probable that 
this will be the case at present. 
The re­ 
cent agitation over the wheat question has, 
however, made it more clear than ever that 


President Larue’s advice was sound. 
For 
example, certain banks in -San Francisco 
have been loaning money to farm ers at 
six per cent, interest, provided the w heat 
w hich was used as collateral security was 
warehoused at Mission Rock. 
A t the 
same tim e the banks in the interior of the 
S tate declined to loan upon w heat stored 
in th eir neighborhood at less than ten per 
cent. 
The cause of this difference is ap­ 
parent. 
W heat stored a t M ission Rock 
is alw ays w ithin reach. 
I t can be pu t on 
board ship w ithout any los3 of tim e. 
I t is 
in fact alm ost as conveniently situated as 
if it were already- on board ship. 
And 
charters for such w heat can be procured at 
lower rates th an tor th a t stored in the in­ 
terior, and which has to aw ait the conveni­ 
ence or exigencies of railroad transporta­ 
tion. 
B ut San Francisco is not the best 
place for warehousing grain. 
A serious 
draw back to it is the m unicipal tax of f 2 25 
per cent., 
which 
m ust be 
paid upon 
all w heat in store when th e Assessor 
comes round. 
The same objection applies 
to Stockton and to Sacram ento, only more 
strongly, 
because 
the m unicipal tax in 
these cities is still higher than in San F ran ­ 
cisco. 
To the banker, however, the se­ 
curity and advantages offered by Mission 
Rock would be offered equally by any 
poiut w hich afforded the same facilities for 
prom pt shipm ent. 
T he object of 
the 
farm er, therefore, m ust be to find a point 
at which facility of shipm ent exists, and 
m unicipal taxes do not exist. 
T h at is the 
ideally perfect place of storage, and these 
joint advantages 
are 
supplied by th 
S traits of Carquinez, say at P o rt Costa for 
exam ple. 
H ere there are no municipal 
taxes, aud a t the same tim e w heat can be 
p u t on board ship w ith the utm ost expedi­ 
tion and convenience. 
I t is clear, then, th at 
the farm er who stored his » heat on the Straits 
could claim from the San Francisco banks 
the same term s on loaus as have been con­ 
ceded to those who w arehoused their grain 
at M ission Rock, and th a t together w ith 
the low 
interest 
the 
producer 
would 
gain 
im m unity 
from 
the 
m unicipal 
tax. 
C onsideration 
of 
these 
facts 
tends to show how heavy m ust be the 
annual losses of th e w neat-grow ers unless 
they can combine for m utual protection 
and assistance. 
T he problem to be solved 
is how to secure w arehouse room a t tid e­ 
w ater, and beyond th e reach of m unicipal 
taxation. 
If th a t problem can be success­ 
fully solved it will m ake a difference of 
from three to six per cent, on the value of 
the crop, and th a t aggregates an am ount 
very well w orth saving. 


HANDICAPPING 
PROGRESS. 


A ll legislation which tends to fetter h u ­ 
man activities, or w hich places th e people 
of one S tate or section a t m anifest disad­ 
vantage as compared w ith the people of 
another S tate or section, handicaps pro­ 
gress. 
If, for exam ple, a tow n surrounds 
itself w ith toil roads, and m akes every 
traveler pay before he can enter it, th a t 
town ¡3 injuring itself, because ail who are 
not compelled to trade w ith it will cer­ 
tainly prefer to go where no tolls are de­ 
m anded. 
If a S tate declares thao all who 
live w ithin its lim its m ust subscribe to cer­ 
tain rules 
w hich 
ham per 
energy 
and 
enterprise, settlem ent in th a t S tate wili 
be stopped, for the reason th a t to ere are 
plenty7 of other States w hich do not im ­ 
pose any such lim itations upon hum an 
activity. 
B ut th is is not all. 
N ot only7 
does such legislation prevent th e advance­ 
m ent of a com m unity ; it saps its strength. 
For w heuever a S tate begins to hedge 
about enterprise and am bition, and to say 
to its inhabitants, “ Thus far and no far 
“ th er shalt thou go in the accum ulation 
“ of p ro p erty ,” it a t once m akes it au ob­ 
ject for all who possess am bition and en­ 
ergy to em igrate. 
If a S ;ate imposes 
double 
taxation, 
if 
it 
discrim inates 
against 
certain 
classes of 
property, if 
it undertakes to 
say th a t 
men 
shall 
not do as they please w ith their capital 
aud their earnings, if it introduces Com 
niunistic theories under any p retext or 
disguise w hatever, it is in so doing cre­ 
ating the strongest possible reasons for 
abandoning it, in the m inds of all intelli­ 
gent and progressive men. There is scarcely 
a conceivable 
lim it 
to the follies and 
fantasies which may be pioposed in the 
form 
of law, 
bu t there is 
in easily 
reached and clearly defined boundary to 
the endurance of such laws. 
Ail a t­ 
tem pts 
to 
reetore 
equality 
of 
con­ 
dición by legislation are worse th an use­ 
less ; they are m ischievous. 
T here are 
alw ays more th an enough drones 
and 
íooIb in any com m unity, but the salt of 
civilization is contributed by th e m inority 
of 
enterprising, 
sagacious, clear-headed 
m en who life them selves and th eir fortunes 
above th e level of th e crowd, and it is 
against th is class th a t all such foolish legis­ 
lation is in fact directed. 
The m an who 
never has had anything and never expects 
to acquire anything, may be quite ready to 
lim it th e accum ulation of property by 
law7. 
B ut such men are far more often 
burdens than aids to society, aud their 
ideas 
on 
such 
questions 
are 
of 
no 
value w hatever. 
In proportion as the 
freedom 
of 
the 
individual 
has 
been 
enlarged, civilization has grown. 
In pro­ 
portion as the fetters have been removed 
from the energies of th e superior minority, 
the condition of th e inferior majority has 
been improved. 
The conditions which 
make it possible for a few men to acquire 
great wealth, also make it possible for 
many men to acquire moderate wealth, and 
for all men who possess any industry to 
m aintain themselves in comfort. 
Restrict 
the opportunities of accumulation, and you 
apply to the S tate a sieve which will 
sift 
out 
of 
it 
all 
its 
most 
useful 
and 
vigorous 
elements. 
If 
such 
legislation 
as 
we 
have 
spoken 
of 
could be enforced upon all alike, it would 
produce stagnation and impoverishment 
throughout the community. 
But as it can 
only be enforced,npon those whose native 
incapacity operates as a far more fatal hin­ 
drance to accumulation than any laws can 
do, it must simply work as a system of na­ 
tural selection, and in that way eliminate 
the be3t citizens and leave the less valuable 
behind. 
A Legislature which cannot per­ 
ceive theBe truths is unfit to perform its 
functions. 
A State which cannot realize 
them is on the high road to retrogression. 


THE 
FENIAN 
PANIC. 


A genuine Fenian panic has assailed the 
English Government, and its reality is ev­ 
idenced by the fact that it has been thought 
necessary to disarm an Irish regiment sta­ 
tioned at Aldershot. 
Snch a step as this 
would certainly not have been taken unlei • 
the Government believed that there was 
real and very grave danger, but it does not 


appear that the English press or people have 
discovered any indications of a Fenian 
rising. 
The natural presumption, fortified 
by previous experiences of the kind, is that 
the panic is a false alarm, and one of the 
strongest justifications of this belief con­ 
sists in the circum stance that the press has 
show n no know ledge o r apprehension of 
any such m ovem ent. 
For the press is 
Argus-eyed. 
Its correspondents and re­ 
porters are everyw here, and it is their 
special business to find out everything. 
So ubiquitous are its agents th a t th e mere 
possibility of a secret and w idely-extended 
organization such as is hinted at, existing 
w ithout discovery, is incredible. 
In fact 
th e case rem inds us of H um e’s argum ent 
against m iracles, th a t it is far easier to sup­ 
pose th e alleged w itnesses were deceived, 
than to accept the verity of th eir assertions. 
So it is far easier to believe th a t the Gov­ 
ernm ent has been hoaxed than to believe 
th a t th e press has been hoodw inked. 
I t is 
quite possible th a t there may be Fenian 
plots in agitation here aud there. I t would 
be n atural to expect them a t such a time. 
B ut th a t th ey are w idespread ; th a t they 
include England as well as Ireland ; th at 
they are form idable ; does not appear likely 
or credible. 
The 
G overnm ent 
is 
no 
doubt nervous, and especially anxious not 
to afford insurrection a chance to raise its 
head ; b ut precautions against unreal dan­ 
gers are ap t to m ake m en careless of real 
ones, aud th e cry of “ W o lf! W o lf!” has 
often in actual life th e sam e results as are 
depicted in the fable.

a bill to

I t may serve as a framework 
or starting-point toward the establi-hment of 
the institution I had in mind, but w ith all the 
In as ted generosity of our numerous mining 
millionaires, I have my doubts as to whether 
they will do anything in tbe way outlined or 
hinted at in tbe bill, fur the better care of 
the class upon whose shoulders they hate 
climbed to fortune, if not fame. ' If the bill 
should 
pass they can 
easily carry out 
its provisions; but we’li see what we’ll 
see. 
Deep or vein mining is but in its 
infancy in this State, and yet there i- 
scarcely a day that the telegraph does not report 
a man killed o r crippled. 
The unfortunates 
who survive are generally unable to secure 
proper attendance, even if it can be had in 
the immediate vicinity of the accident, and 
are too often dependent upon the heip of 
others as poor as themselves. Hence a general 
hospital, wed sustained, would serve the 
class in question quite in proportion as the 
m arine hospitals provide for “ poor Jack .” 
Take the district of Buuie, foi instance, 
where within the past three years the list of 
permanent cripple--, reniered so by one cause 
or another connected with the in .chinery and 
under-ground workings of its mines, is al n.e 
appalling. 
The ¡State will soon be largely 
populate i with the indigent and helpless con­ 
sequent upon this sort of human misfortune. 
1 can see no way tinder the Constitution, “ n­ 
it is ” now, tor doing anything directly a* it 
onght to be, but probably thi“ li'tle agitation 
to direct attention to the subject n o y rio 
some good, as it cannot do any harm. 
It the 
bill is not what. I or any one é se may want, 
it can be perfected two years from now in 
case ther > is any call for it from the chari­ 
table region of Pine street or elsewhere. 
I 
may have a purely personal motive in this 
m atter, for only writhin the past month an 
old mining acquaintance struck me for $200 
with which to come to San Francisco to have 
one eye cut out with a view of eavir.g the 
other—the result of accident—and the end ia 
not yet.

R ecord-U nion : In the “ open letter” 
of the Rev. Dr. Dwinell upon the subject of 
the disposal of the city sewage, there is a 
suggestion that this liquid tilth be carried to 
an artificial ba-in and pumped therefrom 
directly into the Sacramento river. 
As this 
same idea has been frequently discussed by 
former city Boards of Health, it may inter­ 
est the public to know the principal reason 
why our river should not be polluted in this 
way. 
Briefly stated it is “ that we u.e this 
water for drinking purposes.” 
A few years ago it was discovered that the 
“ Oderless Excavator,” fresh from the vaults 
at Marysville, was being emptied of its con­ 
tents into one of the main sources of our 
water supply, and State authority was in­ 
voked and applied to prevent a solution of 
this mats from entering our water main. 
Should we now set an example in the same 
direction, and directly pollute the water sup­ 
ply of every river rancher below us? How 
coul-i we ask the towns or prisons above 
us to cease from 
casting their collected 
tilth into the river? Our plan of utilizing 
tie 
drainage 
canal 
for 
liquid 
sewage, 
although open to some objections, is as safe 
and economical as can be suggested at the 
present time. 
This canal is a necessity for 
uitr burface drainage, and when it is comple­ 
ted according to the original plan, opens into 
Senator?

DOMESTIC SEW S. 


Counting Hie Electoral tu le. 
W ashington, January 2S;h.—The elec­ 
toral votes are to be counted one week from 
next Wednesday, but as yet there is very lit­ 
tle prospect oí making any previous arrange­ 
m ent to govern the proceedings. 
I t is the 
intention of toe Democratic party managers 
to call up the Morgan-Beckueil resolution 
again in the House next Tuesday, but the 
chances of its passage, as heretofore ex­ 
plained, are extremely unpromising in view 
of the deteruiination of the Itepublicans to 
continue their filibustering opposition indefi­ 
nitely, and of the further certainty th at at 
least four or five Democrats wish to see 
Speaker Randall’s efforts to procure its pas­ 
sage fail. 
The priucipal difficulty ahea l is 
that when the vote of Georgia shall be 
reached by the Joint Convention the ques­ 
tion will ari-e whether or no it shall be count­ 
ed. 
If the Vice-President assumes the sole 
right to count the vote, and either records it or 
throws it out, it will, iu either event, provoke 
objection. 
In 1857 the State oí Wisconsin 
cast the Electoral vote on the day after that 
prescribed by law. 
There were no rules 
governing the count then, and when in the 
Jo in t Convention Wisconsin was called the 
tellers listed the vote and the Vice-President 
announced it for Fremont 
and 
Dayton. 
Hypothetically it did not effect the result, 
but the two bouses separated and debated 
the question for several days, and finally did 
nothing except to adopt a resolution to notify 
Buchanan that he had been elected President 
and Breckenridge Vice-President. 
If there 
are ^:o rules adopted between now and Feb­ 
ruary 9th, Georgia will probably be counted 
as was Wisconsin in 1857. 
P roposed Postal T elegraph. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 28th.—Kirkwood 
introduced a bill in the Senate to-day to aid 
the United States Postal Telegraph Company 
of Iowa to extend its operations all over the 
U nited States, a message not to cost over 
tw enty cents for twenty words. 
I t also pro­ 
vides the rates for postal service in connec­ 
tion with it, which are : One cent for drop- 
letter delivery, two cents for carrier delivery, 
and such rates as may be fixed by the Post­ 
master-General for special delivery, when a 
receipt may be demarded by the sender. 
I t 
provides that within ninety dayiAafter the en­ 
actm ent of this bill the company shall com­ 
mence the construction of its plans, and w ith­ 
in twelve months thereafter shall connect the 
cities of W ashington and New York, Bos­ 
ton, 
Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Richmond, 
Charleston, 
New 
Orleans, 
Pittsburg, 
Chicago, 
Cincinnati, 
M ilwaukee, 
St. 
Uouis 
and 
interm ediate 
cities 
with 
its lines. 
W ithin three years thereafter the 
lines must be increased to 30,000 miles in 
length, and w ithin seven years to 70,0*10 
miles, and at the rate thereafter th at Con­ 
gress may from time to time direct. 
The 
capital stock is to be lim ited to §100,000,000, 
issuable in two series—A and B—of equal 
amounts, each >.eries limited to §45 per mile 
for each mile of line equipped, and §50 per 
mile for each additional wire. 
Series A is to 
be a dividend-bearing stock, and shall alone 
represent the ownership and management of 
the property. 
This stock is to be sold to the 
public to provide means for construction pur­ 
poses, etc. 
Series B is to be non-tlividend- 
lieariog, and allowed no voice in the manage­ 
m ent of the affairs of the company except in 
the disposition of its property and franchises 
by sale or lease, and shall be donated to the 
U nited States Government in return for priv­ 
ileges granted and as a bar to the disposal of 
its franchises or property.- 


T he P rem atu re D isclosure of Ihe Chinese 
T realles. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 25th.—T h e Com­ 
mittee on Elections to-day examined a num­ 
ber of Senate employes in regard to the pub­ 
lication of the Chinese treaties. 
All testified 
th at they had nothing to do with the disclos­ 
ure of these documents and knew nothing 
about the means of their getting out—a fact 
universally conceded, as the officers and other 
employes of the Senate have never been 
known to give out contraband information. 
I t is understood th at the next step of the 
committee will be to request statem ents on 
this subject (on honor) from all the Senators 
individually. 
The Ponea In d ian Q uestion. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 28th.—The bill in­ 
troduced by Senator Dawes tu-day, to estab­ 
lish the rights of the Ponca Indians and set­ 
tle their affairs, directs the President to in­ 
form all the tribes of Indians that the Gov­ 
ernm ent recognizes and regrets the injustice 
heretofore done the Ponca Indians. 
It de­ 
clares and confirms the rights of the Poncas 
to have and hold their lands in Nebraska and 
the Territory of Dakota, which were ceded 
by the G overnm ent; directs the Secretary of 
the Interior, within sixty days after the pas­ 
sage of the Act, to institute negotiations with 
the bands of Sioux Indians in whose grant 
for a reservation the Ponca lands were wrong­ 
fully included, 
for a 
relinquishment 
of 
any claim they may have to said Ponca 
lauds, and authorizes the Secretary of the 
Treasury to satisfy the Sioux for such relin­ 
quishment by giving them other lands or 
money, or both lands and money. 
I t also 
requires the Secretary, after the completion 
of such negotiations, to notify the Poncas 
th at the Government will hereafter protect 
their persons and property upon these lands, 
and inform them that they are free to go 
upon their old reservation with their movable 
property, the Government paying the cost of 
transportation. 
The bill provides for an ap­ 
propriation of 830,000, to be expended for 
their benefit in the erection of dwellings and 
school-houses, and for agricultural imple­ 
ments ; and also an annual appropriation of 
§53.000 for a period of five years in addition 
to all the annuities which may be due them. 
I t provides for the allotment of their lands 
in severalty, the title to the same not to be 
subject to lien, alienation or incumbrance, or 
subject to taxation of any kind for thirty 
years.

L ondon, January 28th.—News from the 
Transvaal indicates that the Boers have 
taken up a positi n in the Drakeuberg Pass 
which is among the last of the steep asienta 
leadingtotheplate.au. 
I t is said they have 
permitted General Colley, whose progress has 
been only about tw enty miles since he com­ 
menced to move, to advance unmolested 
through some of the worst places in the 
mountains. 
Their position will enable them 
to await the encounter, while Colley’s troops 
are fatigued with rough traveling. The Boers 
will have behind them a comparatively level 
plain through which, in the event of defeat, 
they, being nearly all mounted, can retreat 
much faster than the British can follow. 
A correspondent at Durban says : 
“ The 
Boers are anxious to kDuw if General Colley 
has term s to offer them. 
Pretoria has pro­ 
visions for a month. 
The town is de-erted,
